ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented W.:.Brother J. William Cope- 
land, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who 
delivered the following oration: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Worshipful Grand Master, Past Grand Masters, distinguished guests, and 
my brethren, who, Most Worshipful Grand Master, are the most important 
people here today. They carry the torch. 

I was most flattered and impressed when our Worshipful Grand Master 
chose me as the Grand Orator of this august body. 

I have now been a Master Mason for some forty-six years, and God willing 
I hope to get a fifty year pin. Since I have been on the scene in North Carolina 
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and lived the public life, I have found myself out of town most always when the 
lodge met. Since 1950, I have had the opportunity to serve in the State Senate 
for some ten years. After that, for ashort period I was counsel tothe Governor, 
and then became a Superior Court Judge and served in eighty-four counties of 
this State from 1961 through 1974. In 1974 the people of this State elected me 
to the Supreme Court where I have been since that time. 


It was a pleasure to mingle with most of you at the dinner last evening and 
I see that most of you are here again today. 


During my travels, since I was raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason, I have seen many come and go. It became my duty during the war to 
serve in the Navy from 1942 to 1946. My first assignment was to the Aleutian 
Islands on the Island of Adak. When I arrived we were next door to the Island 
of Attu which was occupied by the Japanese. Maybe they heard I had arrived 
for after about three months they took off and went back to Japan or 
somewhere. I was glad tosee them go. During this cold winter I saw Masons in 
action. We had Masonic clubs at several places on the Island and I visited these 
clubs during that winter. Members must have represented hundreds of 
Lodges from all over the United States. This association certainly helped me 
during a long, cold winter. The sun rose at 10:00 a.m. and would set two hours 
later at 12:00 noon. It snowed about every day. When I say the sun rose, I 
assume it did, because we saw the sun only about ten days in the course of one 
year. At any rate, I was thinking about that association far from home, and I 
recalled a poem written by Rudyard Kipling years ago entitled The Mother- 
Lodge. It is heavily accented with English and Indian phrases and it deals 
with the military service in India, which was then occupied and controlled by 
Great Britain. Kipling goes on to describe the operation of Masonic Lodges far 
from home with a membership of every breed, rate and rank. It is entitled, 


THE MOTHER-LODGE 
There was Rundle, Station Master, 
An’ Beazeley of the Rail, 
An’ ‘Ackman, Commissariat, 
An’ Donkin o' the Jail; 
An’ Blake, Conductor-Sergeant, 
Our Master twice was 'е, 
With ‘im that kept the Europe-shop, 
Old Framjee Eduljee. 


Outside— "Sergeant! Sir! Salute! Salaam!" 
Inside—“Brother,” an’ it doesn’t do no ‘arm. 

We met upon the Level an’ we parted on the Square, 
An’ I was Junior Deacon in my Mother-Lodge out there! 
We'd Bola Nath, Accountant, 

An' Saul the Aden Jew, 

An' Din Mohammed, draughtsman 

Of the Survey Office too; 

There was Babu Chuckerbutty, 

An’ Amir Singh the Sikh, 

An’ Castro from the fittin’-sheds, 

The Roman Catholick! 


We 'adnt good regalia, 

An' our Lodge was old an' bare, 

But we knew the Ancient Landmarks, 
An’ we kep' ‘em to a hair; 

An' lookin' on it backwards 

It often strikes me thus, 

There ain't such things as infidels, 
Except, per'aps, it's us. 
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For monthly, after Labour, 

We'd all sit down and smoke 

(We dursn't give no banquets, 

Lest a Brother's caste were broke), 
An’ man on man got talkin’ 
Religion an' the rest, 

An’ every man comparin' 

of the God 'e knew the best. 


So man on man got talkin’, 

An' not a Brother stirred 

Till mornin' waked the parrots 
An' that dam' brain-fever-bird; 
We'd say 'twas 'ighly curious, 
An’ we'd all ride ‘ome to bed, 
With Mo'ammed, God, an' Shiva 
Changin' pickets in our 'ead. 
Full oft on Guv'ment service 
This rovin' foot ‘ath pressed, 

An' bore fraternal greetin's 

To the Lodges east an' west, 
Accordin' as commanded, 

From Kohat to Singapore, 

But I wish that I might see them 
In my Mother-Lodge once more! 


I wish that I might see them, 

My Brethren black an' brown, 
With the trichies smellin' pleasant 
An' the hog-darm passin' down; 
An' the old khansamah snorin' 

On the bottle-khana floor, 

Like a Master in good standing 
With my Mother-Lodge once more. 


Outside—"Sergeant! Salute! Salaam!” 
Inside—“Brother,” an’ it doesn’t do no ‘arm. 

We met upon the Level an’ we parted on the Square, 
Ап’ I was Junior Deacon in my Mother-Lodge out there! 


That is the way it was in the Masonic Lodges in India when the 
membership was made of many and sundry people, but all being on the level 
and parting on the square. 


Just like the Masonic Orders were in India a hundred or more years ago 
with many types of membership, so it is with our country. It is peopled by 
many from the far corners of this earth. Some came here from countries where 
there was no freedom and we fought with much blood and sweat to establish a 
country here where there would be freedom. We should not forget or permit 
the American public to forget that our Masonic forefathers molded this 
country with that great Mason George Washington taking the lead. The father 
of our country knew that if there was not a rule of law rather than a rule of 
men, we would have tyranny. 


There are some laws that we do not like, but they are passed for all of us 
and we should obey them. 


I recall hearing this story years ago concerning some important business 
people on the scene in the 1920's. There was a convention in Chicago. Among 
those present was Charles M. Schwab, the President of Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation; there was Samuel Insull, President of the largest utility company 
in this country; also there was Richard Whitney, President of the New York 
Stock Exchange; Howard Hopson, President of the nation's largest gas 
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company; Albert Fall, a member of President Harding’s Cabinet; Jesse 
Livermore, a big man оп Wall Street. These captains of industry were gathered 
there to discuss problems of their related businesses. They had climbed the 
ladder of business success and had apparently reached the top. They stood at 
the zenith of their power, but it was only a fleeting thing and we lament their 
fate. A few years later Charles M. Schwab of Bethlehem Steel was bankrupt 
and living on borrowed money; Samuel Insull was a fugitive from justice and 
penniless in a foreign land; Howard Hopson was insane; Richard Whitney, 
from a famous New York family, had been recently released from Sing Sing 
Prison; Albert Fall was pardoned from prison so that he could die at home: 
Jesse Livermore died a suicide. 


We might comtemplate their fate and consider what did these men 
accomplish for themselves and their fellowman. You might contrast their lives 
with that of the immortal Albert Pike who left us the thought that “What we 
have done for ourselves alone dies with us; what we have done for others and 
the world remains and is immortal.” 


I would like to note at this time that Freemasonry’s observance of Mau ndy 
Thursday (day after tomorrow) remembers the darkest hour in the history of 
mankind. “It is the hour when the Veil of the Temple was rent in twain; when 
darkness reigned and consternation oppressed all the earth; when the 
Flaming Star was eclipsed and the Shadow overcame the Light; when the 
Columns and Working Tools of Old Masonry were shattered: and when the 
Cubical Stone sweat water and blood, the instant when the WORD was lost.” 


Asa matter of fact, even before there was recorded history, men feasted at 
this time of the year when the sun came back into the northern hemisphere. 
From these earliest ages man associated the sun with omnipotent power, since 
life which had died in the winter began anew when the sun returned to the 
vernal equinox. 


Since the time of Abraham, 4,000 years ago, mankind has continued 
observances in some form at this time of the year. As a matter of fact the entire 
Christian calendar is determined from Easter Day, which, is calculated from 
the full moon occurring after the 21st of March. It was at this time of the spring 
equinox that the dramatic event occurred which Jewish people are com- 
manded to forever remember in their Feast of the Passover—the celebration 
of their freedom from bondage in Egypt. 


In this connection, history records that a handful of Abraham’s descend- 
ants left Canaan and moved into Egypt, where they and their descendants 
lived for 400 years, most of it in slavery. You will remember that God called 
Moses to lead the children of Israel out of their captivity in Egypt into the 
Promised Land and also commanded the Pharaoh to let the Israelites go. When 
he refused, an angel was sent by God to destroy the first-born in Egyptian 
households. The Israelites were told by Moses to kill alamb and tosprinkle the 
blood of the lamb on their doorposts. The angel of death visited the wrath of 
God on the Egyptians, but passed over the Hebrew homes. And as you recall 
history, God continued to watch over His chosen people when He parted the 
waters of the Red Sea to permit them to cross while the pursuing Egyptians 
were drowned. God denied them immediate entry into the Promised Land and 
caused them to wander in the wilderness for 40 years. 


Later there appeared on thescene the itinerant preacher who proclaimed 
that God was the God of all people; and His teachings have revolutionized the 
world. Faithful to His Jewish heritage, Jesus and His Twelve Followers 
observed the Feast of the Passover on the night before His death eating the 
bread and drinking the wine. He told His Disciples He gave them a new 
commandment, “That you Love one another.” It was during this same night 
that He was betrayed and the following day He was crucified. 
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Grand Master Cecil Liverman has stressed accountability during his 
tenure. In order to live the good life of the Master Mason, we must be 
accountable not only to ourselves but to our fellowman. What do you gather 
from that word accountability? It comes from the word “account.” When we 
first think of it, we think about money and of economic matters, but that is not 
whatI am talking about when I say we must be accountable to our fellowman. 
The dictionary says that accountability means quality and the state of being 
accountable. In order to be accountable a man must first be true to himself 
before he can be accountable to others. It was said by William Shakespeare in 
Hamlet: “To thine own self be true, and it must follow, as the night the day, 
thou cans't not then be false to any man.” So in order to be accountable you 
must first be accountable to yourself and if you pass this test you cannot then be 
false to any man. It follows just as the night follows the day, that if a man is 
false to himself, certainly he cannot be honest and accountable to others. 


If you are going to be accountable to your fellowman and your country you 
must do your duty. Accountability and duty march together, hand in hand. 


It was truly said by General Robert E. Lee that the sublimest word in the 
English language is the word “duty.” When we consider this word we think of 
our leaders who have risen to their greatest height. Just before the battle of 
Trafalgar, Lord Nelson told those of the Navy that "England expects every 
man to do his duty." Andthey did. Without duty our country would fall because 
there would be nothing for us to stand on. Duty makes men and women rise to 
their great heights and it has stood us in good stead since this country began. 
When it is forgotten all is lost. 


The Prophet Micah had these words of advice which I leave with you 
"What doth the Lord requireofthee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God?" 


I am pleased to have had this opportunity to speak with you this morning. 


It is an honor and a privilege for me to answer the call of Grand Master Cecil 
Liverman. I wish you all well in all your laudable endeavors. I thank you.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of Brother Tommy L. Jones, Superin- 
tendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., was 
presented and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


This 69th annual report coincides with the completion of the 70th year of 
continuous care given to our older Brothers and Sisters in Greensboro. As I 
give you this report, I am reminded of the words in the second verse of the 
sixteenth chapter of Luke: “Give an account of thy stewardship.” 


A complete account of all the functions, the improvements in the facilities, 
the improvements in the care given, and the goals of the Home would be too 
long and tedious for the annual report to Grand Lodge. I'm afraid many ofthe 
Brothers would not read it because of the length. Instead of a long, detailed 
report, I'm going to list a few of the most important physical improvements to 
the facility and the quality care provided for the residents. 


In another report, the Board of Directors will concentrate on the number 
of residents in the Main Home, the status of the independent apartments, and 
the finances required for operating the Home. 


The North Carolina Department of Human Resources, Division of 
Facility Services, renewed the Home's annual license to operate. We were not 
marked for any deficiencies. All of the state's standards required to operate а 
nursing home are in order. We are licensed for 32 skilled beds and for 56 
intermediate саге beds, which gives us a total of 88 nursing beds. We һауе а 
combination retirement and nursing home. 
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A. Physical Improvements to the Facility: 


1. 


Storm Windows—over 200 storm windows have been installed in 
the corridors for the past two years. This undertaking has not yet 
been completed. 


. Beautification of Campus Grounds—sowing of grass, planting of 


trees and shrubs and general landscaping. 


. Replacing Outside Mercury Vapor Lights with Sodium Vapor Lights 


—use less wattage but give 60% more light. 


. New Computerized Time Clock—accuracy of recording work hours of 


employees. 


. Replacement of Hall Light Fixtures in Bennette, Setzer, La- 


tham Buildings— Fluorescent lights use less wattage, give more light, 
save on energy, and last longer. 


. Paving of All Roads with Asphalt—some had never been paved. 
. New Furniture and Drapes—small dining room used for Care Cent- 


er patients. 


. Storage Building—for outside yard equipment. 
. Roofs—replaced on some of the corridors.

Work to be Done: 

a) Widening of main entrance 

b) Painting exterior of Chapel 

c) Removal of old nursing home 

d) Renovating the air conditioning and the heating in the old Latham 
Building 


B. Quality Care Provided for the Residents 


1. 


Special Services Provided in the Care Center. 

a) Dr. and Brother Norman Garrett continues to make rounds and see 
patients three times weekly—Monday, Wednesday, and Friday. 

b) Dental Clinic and Laboratory established and in operation with Dr. 
Kenneth Young. 

c) Dr. Frank Houston continues to do a superb job with dermatological 
problems. He has held a clinic once per month and has seen approxi- 
mately twenty (20) patients each visit. 

d) Physical Therapists come on Mondays and Fridays. 

e) We are working with the UNC-G School of Nursing. We had two 
student nurses during the fall semester working one on one with 
residents who are having adjustment problems. 


. Special Services Provided in Dietary 


a) Nourishments areoffered three times each day in the Care Center (in 
addition to meals). 

b) A new steam table was installed in the main dining room. Tempera- 
tures range from 165? to 185? on all foods. We have had no com- 
plaints of cold foods since the installation. 


c) New tile has been laid on the main dining room floor. 


In conclusion, I want to say that the condition of the Home is excellent. I 


make 


this statement because the physical condition of both the buildings and 


the grounds are in good repair; the care given—medical attention, food, rest, 
activities, and compassion—to both the residents in the Retirement Section 
and the patients in the Care Center is of good quality; and the morale of both 
the residents and the employees remains high. 

There are two things I desire. One is for every Mason in the state who has 
not visited the Home to come and see us sometime during the year. My second 
desire is for every Mason tocontribute at least $6.50 to the Home, during 1984, 


50 we 


can meet our Masonic portion of the budget. 
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I want to thank the employees of the Home for the many hours they have 
labored—some beyond the call of duty—in a concerted effort to help make our 
residents happy and comfortable. I also want to thank all the Board Members 
for their time spent at Board Meetings—some have made personal 
sacrifices—and their strong support of the Home. I particularly owe gratitude 
to our Grand Master, Cecil Liverman, who has spent many hours speaking on 
behalf ofthe Home and because of his personal support. To Brothers Robert М. 
Bass, Jr., P.G.M., S. Frank Noble, Jr., P.G.M., and Jesse Laughinghouse, all 
Board Members who have served their final term, the Home is a better place 
in which to live because of your services. And, finally, I want to say thank you 
to each Brother who has contributed in some way to the improvement of the 
welfare of each resident. With the ever present nearness of the Supreme 
Architect, I move confidently into the future.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 

(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., was 
presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board, made up of twelve Masons and eight Eastern Stars, met four 
times during the year and transacted all business pertaining to the Home. 
This business included the preparation and approval of the annual budget, the 
interviews and approval of all applicants applying for admission, the review 
of certain policies pertaining to the operation of the Home, the discussion and 
approval of construction and maintenance repairs to both the buildings and 
grounds, and the approval of new services provided to the residents, such as 
in-house dental care. 


All the committees are functioning on a regular basis. However, because 
of their nature, some meet and operate more times than others. An example 
would be the Admissions Committee that must meet and approve applicants 
for admissions to the Home at least every quarter. Another example would be 
the Buildings and Grounds Committee that must meet at least quarterly 
because repairs and construction cannot be held up. 

The nature of this report will be three-fold. It is the desire of the Board to 
point out to the Brethren the numbers of residents and their age distribution, 
the status of the independent apartments, and the operating income and 
expense of the Home for 1983. The reason for concentrating in these areas is 
because of the many questions we receive. To keep the report from being 
„ны with words, we feel we can best report these facts by using statistical 
tables.

The following Special Report and Resolution of the Board 
of Directors of The Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North 
Carolina, Ine. was received, entered on the record, and 
referred to the Board of General Purposes: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During 1982, Most Worshipful Brother A. C. Honeycutt, Grand Master, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, appointed a permanent “Long-Range 
Planning Committee.” The Board of Directors instructed the committee to 
survey the entire operation of our Home and to make such recommendations 
to the Board of Directors that they considered wise and prudent. 


The committee has made several reports to the Board during the last two 
years, and the Board of Directors endorsed two recommendations which were 
made. 


In 1977, the Board of Directors of your Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
presented two resolutions to the Grand Lodge and to the Grand Chapter 
pertaining to the number of guests in our Hom: and to the construction of 
some Independent Housing Units. Both of the resolutions were adopted by 
both Grand Bodies. 


Sixteen Independent Housing Units were constructed and are proving to 
be a reasonably successful operation. All units have been "SOLD" and have 
returned to the Home approximately thirty per cent of the capital outlay for 
their construction. We are now at that point in time when we will be selling 
these units again because of the demise of some of the residents. It is 
anticipated that we will receive another thirty to forty per cent of the capital 
outlay during the next few years. We would also like to report that the monthly 
fees for these Independent Units produced the sum of $82,000.00 in 1983. 
These funds were included in our normal operating income and were used to 
help defray the operating expense of the entire Home. We do not believe any 
consideration should be given to the possible expansion of this phase of our 
Home at this time nor until we have provided more space for those who cannot 
buy an Independent Housing Unit. 


The committee recommended that in regard to any expansion of our 
Home, we should consider that any expansion be accomplished by 
constructing a "Satellite Home" in Eastern North Carolina and one in 
Western North Carolina. Each "Satellite" would accommodate fifty guests 
with a minimum amount of the facilities devoted to a Care Center. With the 
Care Center facilities we have in Greensboro, it would be far less costly to 
transfer our guests to our Greensboro facility at such time when they require 
permanent medical care. The biggest advantage to the Satellite concept 
would be the ability to serve more Masons and more Eastern Stars in locations 
that did not separate them by many, many miles from their homes and the 
surroundings they have known all of their lives. By 1988, North Carolina will 
have the second oldest population in the United States, and it is time we 
honestly and sincerely confronted the problems of our aged brothers and 
sisters. 


The average lifespan in the United States isapproximately seventy-three 
years. The average age of our guests in our Home is eighty-three years. This 
one fact points out that the need for additional space inour Care Center is now 
approaching a necessity. We would also point out the residents in the 
Independent Housing Units are requiring that we provide, on occasion, two or 
three rooms in our Care Center. The committee has recommended that 
consideration now be given to the possible expansion of the Care Center. Any

expansion should include enough space to provide for an increase in the 
number of guests as might be approved by the Grand Bodies, whether it be the 
Satellite concept or an increase in the number of guests in Greensboro. 


RESOLUTION 


Whereas, the Board of Directors believes that the most pressing need in 
the near future is additional space in our Care Center, and 


Whereas, some of the space in an addition to our Care Center could be used 
for regular guests until such time as the Grand Bodies could recommend the 
actual increase in the number of guests through a Satellite Program or an 
addition to the Home in Greensboro. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 


First, the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home be 
authorized and directed to have a complete set of plans and specifications 
made to provide an addition to the Robert N. Bass Care Center as outlined in 
this special report; and 


Second, that the Board of Directors shall, from time to time, cause 
information pertaining to this proposed addition to our Care Center be sent to 
each and every Grand Officer, Past Grand Officer, District Deputy, 
Subordinate Lodge and Chapter under the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina and the Grand Chapter, Order of the Eastern Star of North 
Carolina; and 

Third, that no proposal to construct this addition to our Care Center shall 
be submitted to either or both Grand Bodies until such time as financial 
responsibility can be submitted to insure that the cost of construction can be 
funded and that funds can and will be provided for the normal operation cost 
of the addition.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INC. 
(Docket No. 12) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of Oxford 
Orphanage, Incorporated, was presented and entered on the 
record. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of 
North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors held its regular quarterly meetings with excellent 
attendance of members. Each director became very involved in the operation 
of the Orphanage through their efforts in one or more of the various policy 
committees to which they were appointed. 


During 1983 our admissions numbered 120 while our discharges totaled 
95, thereby resulting in a net gain of 25 for the year which brought our year- 
end resident total to 230. With our increasing population it became necessary 
to renovate and reopen Masters Cottage which was closed several years ago. 
This was accomplished by Orphanage personnel under the direction of 
Brother Mike Norwood. Maintenance Supervisor. One other major 
maintenance problem was solved when the dining room roof was repaired ata 
eost of approximately $15,000.00. 


St. John's Day 1983 was a tremendous success. Attendance for the day 
was estimated to be between 5,000 and 6.000. We are extremely grateful to the 
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three Shrine 'l'emples for their participation and to Brother Lloyd Young for 
his dedicated efforts and long hours in planning and preparation. 


John Niehols School continues to operate on campus where grades K thru 
12 are taught with grades 9 thru 12 operating оп a one-half day academic and 
a one-half day vocational training basis. The cost for operating the school on 
campus is now in excess of $300,000.00 per year which represents 
approximately 1596 of our total cost of operation. 


The Board of Directors are very thankful to you, the Blue Lodges. for your 
support in our operations of the Home. It has been our pleasure to serve the 
Craft in our directions of our beloved Oxford Orphanage. Also. the Board 
would like to express their appreciation to the staff and employees of Oxford 
Orphanage for their continued dedication and service in caring for our family 
of children.

SPECIAL REPORT 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 13) 


The following Special Report of the Board of Directors of 
Oxford Orphanage, Inc. was received and entered on the 
record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The John Nichols School on the campus of Oxford Orphanage in Oxford. 
North Carolina, serves the children enrolled at Oxford Orphanage. Grades 
served are Kindergarten through grade 12. All expenses for the operation of 
this school are paid for from the proceeds of the John Nichols Fund and from 
the general operating fund of the Orphanage. No federal, state or local tax 
funds are received for any part of the cost of operation. All capital and current 
fund expense funds are paid by Oxford Orphanage for the operation and 
maintenance of the school. The John Nichols School has operated for many 
years on the campus with the exception of a few years when the children were 
placed in the public schools of Granville County. 


Teachers salaries were. for the most part, paid by the State of North 
Carolina prior to the passage of Federal legislation which prohibited the use 
of such funds for institutions which were not in compliance with the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. These funds are no longer available to the Orphanage. 
Duke Endowment funds were withdrawn from us for basically the same 
reasons. As a result. the Oxford Orphanage and the John Nichols School no 
longer receive any State or Federal funds. The loss of this financial support 
played a large part in the decision to close the school in 1972. 


It was decided, however, to bring the children back to the campus and to 
set up an endowment fund to be called the John Nichols Fund. It was the 
intent, at the time, to aim for an endowment of $5.000,000. with the proceeds 
from this money going for the operation of the John Nichols School. To date. 
the fund has about $1,000.000 and returns approximately $80,000 per vear. 
The value of the fund fluctuates slightly due to variations in donations and also 
there has been need. on occasion. to utilize some of the principal for operating 
expenses. The cost of operating the school (current expense) is in excess of 
$300,000 per year. which means of course. that about $220,000 must be 
provided from the general fund for the operating of the school. 


The efficient operation of the John Nichols School is of vital concern to not 
only the people at the institution charged with the responsibility of providing 
sound educational opportunity to our children, but also. a concern of every 
Mason in North Carolina. A very small enrollment, coupled with rapidly 
escalating costs. prompted Most Worshipful Brother А. C. Honeycutt, Past 
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Grand Master, to appoint a committee to study and evaluate the school. The 
committee was composed of Brother J. Earl Watson, P.G.M., Chairman: 
Brother Earl A. Purser; and Brother J. M. Jenkins. This committee was 
reappointed by Most Worshipful Brother Cecil J. Liverman, Grand Master to 
serve during his term. 


The examination of the school will be made as follows: The Physical Plant, 
The Fiscal Operation, Enrollment and Curriculum, Teaching Staff, Library 
and Audiovisual Equipment, and Conclusions and Recommendations. 


THE PHYSICAL PLANT 


The John Nichols School is housed in a building of brick construction and 
is made up of three main buildings: the regular classroom building; the 
vocational building (print shop, shoe repair, electrical shop, etc.) and a 
physical education building which includes the gymnasium and classrooms. 
Other buildings related to the farm operation are also part of the educational 
plant. 


The buildings are in a good state of repair and are adequate insize for the 
present enrollment. The main classroom building is about sixty years old and 
other than not being cost efficient so far as heating costs, is quite adequate so 
far as classroom space is concerned. The physical education building and 
vocational building are newer and in excellent condition. However, to even the 
most casual observer, it would be noted that laboratory and library facilities 
are woefully inadequate. Laboratory facilities are virtually non-existant and 
the library room serves all twelve grades and has no work space for the 
librarian. There is no auditorium and there is no intercommunications 
system. Little or no provision is made in the buildings for the teaching of 
vocational agriculture, vocational home economics, and subjects in the 
computer field. 


THE FISCAL OPERATION 


The cost of operating the John Nichols School for the 1982-1983 school 
year was slightly in excess of $300,000. This figure represents current 
expense only and does not take into consideration capital expenditures, 
maintenance, and depreciation. The cost estimates for the high school (grades 
9-12) only are as follows:

The above total represents a cost of $2,450.00 per pupil per year. If plant 
opertion and capital expenditures were added to the total figure, the cost per 
pupil would be much higher. No state, federal or county funds are utilized in 
meeting the expenses. The John Nichols Fund provides approximately 
$80,000 per year, which is used for the current expense of the operation of the 
total sehool (grades K-12). The estimated cost, as previously stated, for the 
operation of the school is $300,000. Almost one half of this amount is spent to 
operate the high school. An examination of the foregoing figures reveal the 
approximately $220,000 which must be provided from the general fund for 
the yearly cost of the operation of the school. When the John Nichols Fund was 
created, it had as its target a capitalization of $5,000,000; however, the figure 
has remained around $1.000,000. 


ENROLLMENT AND CURRICULUM 


During the 1983-84 school year, there are 69 students enrolled as of 
October, 1988 in the high school (grades 9-12). Instruction is provided by eight 
full-time teachers and one part-time teacher (Cox). Six of the teachers hold the 
North Carolina "A" Teaching Certificate, one is not certified and one has 
provisional certification. The curriculum offerings are limited and there are 
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twelve classes with ten or less students per class. The following is a breakdown 
of these small sections and their enrollment.

There is no course offering listed in foreign language, only one in 
advanced math and none in vocational education. Home economies, typing, 
bookkeeping and shorthand are taught however, and while they are not 
vocational in the strictest sense of the word, they do fill a need. Vocational 
training is also conducted through work experience in the following areas: 
farm, dairy, printing, electrical, plumbing, carpentry, food service and 
clothing. No provision is made for computer training and there is little 
opportunity to group classes according to ability, interest or future planning 
(college bound or general interest). While small classes do create a good 
teaching situation in many instances, they are not cost effective. For instance, 
a teacher with a section of chemistry with six students could just as effectively 
teach 25 students. The lack of foreign language instruction coupled with the 
lack of vocational educational opportunities and computer training puts the 
graduate at a decided disadvantage when attempting to enroll in some 
colleges and also, when attempting to enter the world of work. The lack of 
laboratory facilities places restrictions on the effectiveness of the science 
courses and places the teacher and the student at a decided disadvantage. 


The performance of John Nichols graduates in college over the past 
several years has been poor. However, Mr. Hawkins, the principal of the 
school, sees this problem as improving. Scholastic Aptitude Test scores for the 
class of 1983 were woefully low, ranging from 430 to 680 (400 is the lowest 
score possible and 1600 15 the highest. Most colleges require a minimum of 800 
for entrance). The present class (1984) has performed much better on the test 
with scores ranging from 450to 1100. Theaverage score for the 1983 class was 
533 and for the 1984 class it is 628. 


The elementary school has an enrollment of 146 in grades K-8. 
Combination grades have been eliminated this year with the exception of a 
kindergarten and first grade section which are together. The North Carolina 
Course of Study is followed and all teachers hold the North Carolina “A” 
certificate. 


Special education instruction is provided to thirty students in the 
elementary school. No school psychologist is employed; however, the John 
Nichols School does utilize the services provided by the Granville Hospital 
facility —the Jerry Hendrick Mental Health Clinic. 


Neither the high school nor the elementary school is accredited by either 
the State Department of Public Instruction or the Southern Association. 


Formal teacher evaluations are made annually. The evaluations are 
based on classroom visitation, conferences, written reports and observation by 
the principal (or his representative). The teachers at John Nichols School are 
paid $500 less than state scale and they have eight days of paid sick leave each 
year. 


LIBRARY AND AUDIOVISUAL EQUIPMENT 


The library is staffed by a properly certified librarian. It serves the whole 
school and is located on the basement level. Books are in good repair and well 
displayed. However, they are woefully in short supply. It is estimated that 
there are about 5,000 books on hand at present to serve all grades. The library 
is especially weak in up-to-date reference material and the librarian is in the 
process of purging the shelves of old, out-dated and worn-out materials. 
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Audio-visual equipment and materials are in short supply and по specific 
amounts of money are budgeted for this item. Thereisonly a minimal number 
of records. tapes, films and filmstrips available. 


Textbooks are those adopted for usein the North Carolina Public Schools. 
Some are purchased and some have been donated. There are instances where 
books have been received from some school systems when new adaptations 
come in. The texts they abandoned were given to the Orphanage. Maps and 
globes are also scarce, as are charts for the physical sciences. 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


I. Conelusions 


A. 


G. 


School spirit among the students seems good and there exists a feeling 
of loyalty to the John Nichols School, especially from the older 
students. 


. The limited curriculum places our students at a disadvantage in 


preparation, not only for college entrance but for a rich and full life as 
well. 


. Results of SAT scores indicated a performance level well below that of 


the state average. 


. Since the John Nichols School is not accredited by an acereditational 


agency, the standards of the school in all areas are suspect. 


. The lack of certain basic facilities: viz.: laboratory. inadequate library. 


no auditorium, inadequate vocational department and visual aids. 
severly handicap the teachers and the students inthe learning process. 


. It is recognized that the poor performance on standard test such as the 


SAT may, in part, be attributed to such variables as the students’ 
former home background, former educational opportunity and envi- 
ronmental aspects that many of our children were subjected to. 
With the noted deficiencies in building and equipment. it appears 
however, that the teachers are performing well and that the learning 
process is doing well under the cireumstances. 


. The overriding concern is economic in nature since about two-thirds 


of the operating costs must be taken from the general fund. This, of 
course, puts a strain on the overall budget for the Orphanage that is 
getting more and more difficult to overcome. 


II. Recommendations 


A. 


It is recommended that if the Board of Directors desire that the John 
Nichols School continue to operate and to serve grades K through 12. 
that a concerted effort be made to increase the John Nichols Fund from 
its present value of $1.000.000 to $5.000,000. The income from 
$5,000,000 would provide from $400,000 to $500,000 annually. This 
sum would adequately provide for the operating costs of theschool and 
permit the purchase of some much needed equipment AND 


. That laboratories and the library facility be improved. Also. the 


provisions be made to improve the vocational offerings. 


. In the event that no additional financial aid be made available, it 


is recommended that for the school vear 1985-1986 that the high 
school (grades 9-12) be transferred to the Granville County Public 
Schools. 


. Consideration should also be given to the transfer of grades 4 through 


8 to the Granville County Schools at the same time or no later than the 
1986-1987 vear. 


. Recognizing that the very small children (K through 3) receive great 


benefit from a feeling of “family” provided by the Orphanage. it is 
recommended that the school continue to serve these grades if it is 
economically feasible. (Should this be done. the present building 
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would have to be modified so that the entire plant would not have to be 
heated.) 


Study and evaluation of John Nichols School will continue during the 
coming year and as further information is obtained it will be forwarded to all 
lodges for their study and diseussicn. 

If during the eoming усаг it is determined that апу one of the 
recommendations contained in the report is necessary and in the best interest 
of Oxford Orphanage. the Board of Directors will submit a resolution at the 
1985 Annual Communication for consideration by the Masons of North 
Carolina. 


The Board believes that the study and evaluation and submitting of the 
faets to the subordinate lodges will insure a vote based on pertinent 
information.

The following report of the Committee on Oxford Orphan- 
age, Inc., was presented and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On March 6. 1984 the committee on Oxford Orphanage met on the campus 
at Oxford for the annual inspection and evaluation. Members present were: 
Arthur L. Horton, Joseph H. Walston and Walter F. McCall. 


Upon arrival, we met with David Ford, Secretary-Treasurer, and 
discussed those things that had been done on the properties since last year’s 
inspection, after which Brent H. Stewart, Dean of Students, conducted usona 
most extensive tour of the campus facilities. 


Even though it had been raining for several days and this being a very 
dark and dreary day, we found a very warm, friendly and cheerful attitude 
from all the children and staff as we made the tour. 


We toured all cottages housing the children and found them all to be very 
good and sound structures as well as all the other structures on the campus. 


In each cottage, housekeeping was being performed to some degree by the 
children while we made the tour and all werein very good shape, although the 
degree of cleanliness and neatness varied with each cottage. 


General maintenance relative to loose floor tiles, stairwell treads, 
lighting, fluorescent light covers and replacement or repair of accoustic 
ceilings should be given more attention in the cottages. 


The print shop with other operations housed in this building along with 
maintenance, all seem well organized and operating efficiently. 


The gymnasium is a very adequate structure and well kept. It is used 
extensively in both practice and sports and all who use the locker room, bath 
facilities downstairs are to be commended for the care they have given this 
area. 


The John Nichols School is in a good state of repair having had a fair 
amount of maintenance improvements made to the walls in the stairwell areas 
recently. 

Better housekeeping in the bath facilities is encouraged. 

The administrative building with the infirmary upstairs, the kitchen 
behind, storage and equipment rooms downstairs as well as other functions 
are all in very good shape. 

Several general maintenance problems relative to water leaks in the 
kitchen area are in need of repair. The outside catch basin, grills around and 
about this building area need to be replaced or repaired for safety. 
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The kitchen equipment, coolers and walk-in freezers all appear in good 
shape and well kept. The boiler and heating equipment all appear to be in 
adequate shape. 


The storage of clothing, food supplies and other items are stored 
downstairs along with the sorting. sewing and repair of clothing which has 
been donated. This seems to be well managed and adequate. 


The overhead water tank which has not been in use for sometime needs to 
be removed since its condition can only deteriorate while not in use. 


The grounds of the campus with its great oaks is lovely indeed. A few 
areas of washing and standing water, “due to heavy rains" could be improved 
along with repairs to the broken sidewalks. 


We realize that most problems relating to minor leaks in some buildings 
is due to the excessive amounts of rain, yet we encourage more attention be 
given to overall general maintenance and housekeeping for the whole facility. 


Brethren. Oxford Orphanage is an excellent facility and one in which we 
can take great pride. We should all renew and increase our support for this 
great institution. 


We wish to thank Brent Stewart for his patience and answers during this 
rather extensive tour as well as all other staff members and counselors who 
aided us during this time.

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REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 23) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was received 
and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


With the surrender by Lord Cornwallis at Yorktown in 1781. the 
American Revolution ended with a promise of freedom for these United 
States, a freedom which has persisted to this day. The pages of history are 
aglow with the names of the patriots that gave so much to the winning of that 
freedom, and we of the Ancient Craft can note with pride and gratitude that 
Freemasons comprised a substantial percentage of those patriots. These 
Freemasons came from all walks of life and from each colony of the soon-to-be 
new nation, and they strove mightily to ensure that the words “Free Men” and 
“Freemasons” would not in this nation ever be mere meaningless terms, but 
that they would for all time proclaim toall the world that here stood a nation in 
which each soul might breathe the air of freedom. 


Much has taken place in the more than two centuries that have elapsed 
since that memorable day at Yorktown, and that which has taken place has 
affected each phase of our lives, including our beloved Fraternity. Down 
through the years Masonry in North Carolina has evolved from a loosely knit 
half-score of lodges into a closely bound Grand Lodge of 73,000 Masons іп 394 
lodges. For the fact that we are so strong today, we owe an everlasting debt of 
gratitude to the North Carolina Masons of two centuries past that had the 
foresight and the good judgment to unite themselves and their lodges into a 
Grand Lodge. Had they not done so, it is likely that the ten North Carolina 
lodges then existing would have gone their separate ways and would have 
separately strayed from recognizable Masonic ways and practices—and 
perished. 


Just three years from now the Grand Lodge will celebrate the 
bicentennial of its founding, for it was in December of 1787, at Tarboro (then 
Tarborough), that the lodges met in what was to be the constituting session, 
and it is from that date that the Grand Lodge marks its beginning. A 
monument was erected by the Grand Lodge on the Tarboro Town Common in 
1976 to mark the city of its birth. 


A committee has been appointed to plan the events of the bicentennial 
celebration in 1987, and it is certain that all the lodges and Masons in North 
Carolina will be given opportunity to participate in and enjoy that celebration. 
While we plan for the celebration, it isa fitting time for each North Carolina 
Mason to study the Masonic history of our Grand Lodge over the past two 
centuries, so closely entertwined as that history is with the history of our 
nation and our state during those same two hundred years. Such a study will 
give a Mason a new awareness and a new appreciation of what others have 
accomplished down through the years to provide for us the Masonry we enjoy 
today. 


The studious Mason will find, for example, that Joseph Montfort, a Past 
Master of Royal White Hart Lodge in Halifax, was commissioned in 1771 by 
the Duke of Beaufort to be "Provincial Grand Master of and for America," 
although the minutes of the Grand Lodgeof England refer to his appointment 
as "Provincial Grand Master for North Carolina." In any case, Montfort 
formed a Provincial Grand Lodge and chartered new lodges and performed 
other acts which enlivened Masonry in North Carolina, ensuring for himself 
and his era a notable place in North Carolina Masonic history. 


Further study will reveal the early leaders of our Grand Lodge to have 
been also leaders of our state and nation. Our very first three Grand Masters, 
Samuel Johnston, Richard Caswell and William R. Davie, wereamong North 
Carolina's earliest Governors and were recognized statesmen of their day. 
Davie was also known as the "father" of the University of North Carolina. 
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Others of our Grand Masters have served as governors, as U. S. Senators, and 
in many other high offices, and have held high rank in the various branches of 
the military. Many of them distinguished themselves without as well as within 
the ranks of Freemasonry. 

It is only through study of our long Masonic history that the North 
Carolina Mason of today can truly understand and appreciate the finely- 
honed Freemasonry he is privileged to be a part of. It is through such study 
that he will come to realize the sacrifices that have been made to preserve 
Masonry and other freedoms, and it is with such realization that he may arm 
himself to defend Masonry and all freedoms throughout his life. It is only 
through such study that he will be adequately prepared to most completely 
participate in and enjoy the celebrations three years hence.

The Grand Lodge was called to Order by М. :.№.:.Вгоёћег 
Cecil J. Liverman, Grand Master, at 1:30 P.M. in Memorial 
Auditorium, Raleigh, North Carolina, on Tuesday, April 17, 
1984. W.:.Brother Paul Etheridge, Jr., Past Master, then 
presented the State Master Councilor of Order of DeMolay, 
Chris Grubbs, who gave the following address: 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Distinguished Guests: 


It is a great pleasure to be here, and I would like tothank you for allowing 
me to be here today, because it is indeed a pleasure to be in the presence of such 
prestigious and honorable men, and especially to be able to spread the word of 
the Order of DeMolay. DeMolay is an organization for boys between the ages of 
13 and 21, which I hope most of you already know is a fraternal order designed 
to help young men learn about themselves. The brothers of a DeMolay Chapter 
are able to help each other set and attain goals and values that are important 
during the stress-filled teenage years, as well as in later life. 


DeMolay in North Carolina has been having its problems in membership 
over the past few years, but there is still much good coming out of it. One of the 
biggest accomplishments is the basketball team in the Wilson Chapter, which 
went to the finals in the national tournament last year, and are on their way 
again this year. Dean Collins of the Raleigh Chapter won first place honors in 
the Flower Talk competition at the Tournament of Champions in Virginia last 
fall. And the Annual North Carolina Conclave will be held in Greensboro at 
U.N.C.-G. on July 26-29. I would like to invite you to come and see this 
highlight of the DeMolay year, and 96 how DeMolays have fun оп a summer 
weekend. 


The Order of DeMolay was founded in 1919 by Dad Frank S. Land of 
Kansas City, Missouri, for the purpose of helping young fatherless boys grow 
up in an environment that would in some way compensate for the lack of a 
father. As the new organization began taking shape, Dad Land saw that even 
boys who did have fathers could benefit greatly through membership in 
DeMolay, and the Order grew rapidly. Even today DeMolay remains much the 
same as it was when Dad Land founded it, teaching the seven cardinal virtues 
of filial love, reverence for sacred things, courtesy, comradeship, fidelity, 
cleanness, and patriotism. And in addition to the cardinal virtues there stands 
the everlasting and ever encompassing father figure of Masonry. To my 
clearest understanding, Masonry is dedicated to the building of great temples 
of character and Brotherly Love, and as I was reading through the October, 
1983 edition of the Scottish Rite publication The New Age, I came across a 
paragraph which explained the building of the great churches in history. The 
paragraph read: 


“While these great churches and cathedrals of centuries past were erected 
and dedicated to the glory of God, they were to be used to bring light of 
knowledge to a dark and impoverished world. Their purpose was to give the 
people а place where what was then, and still is, the greatest light of Masonry, 
could be housed and taught, thus bringing human improvement to mankind. 
Their architecture and workmanship furnished speculative Masonry many 
lessons to be heeded, practiced and taught today." 


In reading this I could visualize the Masonry of today building compar- 
able institutions which bring light to those in darkness, one of these sturdy 
institutions is DeMolay. I have known many young men who have come to 
realize their vital significance as important members of society through 
DeMolay. In fact, when I joined at the age of 131 was tooshy tosay тоге than а 
few words to anyone in my chapter. But with a great Advisor and some very 
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supportive DeMolay brothers, I started getting involved in presenting our 
ritual, and it became easier for me to speak before large groups of people. 
Through my membership in DeMolay I have learned more about myself than I 
ever thought possible, and I have been able to carry the teachings of our Order 
and the leadership qualities they develop into every part of my life. Rewards 
like these are what makes DeMolay the greatest youth organization in the 
world. All of the good that has been found in our Order is a living example of 
the divine workmanship of Masonry with a mutual desire to bring human 
improvement to mankind. 

Though membership in DeMolay has been declining over recent years, I 
do not see DeMolay as a dying organization. The problem is that too often new 
members will expect success and leadership to be handed to them, but these 
are characteristics which one must find and mold for himself. All the 
necessary tools can be found іп DeMolay. No success ever came from an unused 
tool. And when those millions of young men who qualify for membership but 
haven't been initiated yet realize the benefits of DeMolay, then our Order will 
enjoy true prosperity, and many boys will reap the harvest of manhood. 

Since many of you are fathers of sons who are in DeMolay or active 
Advisors of a DeMolay Chapter, you must be aware of the great investment 
you are making in the future of a young person's life through your many 
sacrifices. And though many boys do not express their love and appreciation 
for your efforts openly, they aresincerely gratefulto you for being their Dads, 
whether in the Chapter or at home. Now I'll leave you with an inspirational 
quote that I feel will fully describe DeMolay; it reads: 

"What is a boy, 

He is a person who is going to carry on what you have started. He is going 
to sit where you aresitting and when you are gone, attend to those things you 
think so important. You can adopt all the policies you please but how they will 
becarriedout depends upon him. Even if you make leagues and treaties he will 
have to manage them. He will assume control of your cities, states, and nation. 
He is going to move in and take control of your prisons, churches, schools, 
universities and corporations. All your work is going to be judged and praised 
or condemned by him. Your reputation and your future are in his hands. So it 
might be well to pay him some attention. 

TheOrder of DeMolay —the Shrineof Youth dedicated to the Glory of God 
and the young manhood of all the world."

REPORT OF THE

the Great Architect of the Universe since last we met. 
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GEORGE DUDLEY HUMPHREY 
Born October 17, 1904 Died January 22, 1984 
Grand Master, 1964 
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The only Past Grand Officer of this Grand Lodge to die during this year 
was Most Worshipful G. Dudley Humphrey, Past Grand Master. The eulogy 
will be delivered by Most Worshipful William B. Bellois, Past Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina. 


GEORGE DUDLEY HUMPHREY 
October 17, 1904-January 22, 1984 


George Dudley Humphrey the One Hundred Eleventh Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina, the son of the late Nathan and Sarah Pope 
Humphrey, was born in Wilmington, North Carolina on October 17, 1904. 


He attended the public schools of New Hanover County, entered North 
Carolina State College in 1923 and received the Degree of Bachelor of Science 
in Electrical Engineering (cum laude) in June of 1927. 


In June of 1927, he began work with Southern Bell Telephone & 
Telegraph Company and was promoted to Chief Engineer where he remained 
until April 15, 1933, when he resigned and returned to North Carolina to enter 
Wake Forest to study law. Having passed the bar examination on August 21, 
1933, hereturned to Wilmington, North Carolina; and immediately began the 
practice of law with the Honorable Woodus Kellum, his father-in-law, under 
the firm name of Kellum and Humphrey, which continued until the death of 
Mr. Kellum in 1963. 


Brother Humphrey was an active member of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Wilmington where he taught Sunday School for about thirty years. 
He was a Trustee and was a Deacon until he was elected to the permanent 
office of Elder in 1947. 


His Masonic career began in Piedmont Lodge No. 447, Atlanta, Georgia, 
where he was Initiated on October 26, 1928; Passed on November 9, 1928; and 
Raised on November 23, 1928. He served as a Steward in 1930 and 1931; as 
Junior Deacon in 1932 and as Senior Deacon until April 1932, when he moved 
to Wilmington. He affiliated with St. John's Lodge No. 1 on July 10, 1934, and 
served as Junior Deacon, Junior Warden and Senior Warden. On December 
30, 1948, he was installed as Master. 


His connection with the Grand Lodge continued over a number of years. 
He qualified as a Certified Lecturer on September 18, 1945. 


From 1946through 1948, because of his knowledge of the ritualistic work, 
he was a member of the Advisory Committee to the Board of Custodians in 
revising and publishing the Official Standard of the Work. This was a big task 
and took much of his time. 


From 1946 through 1949, he was also a member of the Advisory 
Committee to the Code Commission in preparing and publishing the present 
Code, and he thereby acquired valuable and extensive knowledge of our laws 
and regulations. He served for many years on the Grand Lodge Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence. 


On July 12, 1949, Brother Humphrey was appointed as Judge Advocate of 
the Grand Lodge, and he served in that office until April 22, 1959, when he 
resigned to accept appointment as Grand Steward; and then served as Junior 
Grand Deacon, Junior and Senior Grand Warden, Deputy Grand Master and 
on April 22, 1964 was installed as Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. 


In the fall of 1944, he received the degrees of the Ancient & Accepted 
Scottish Rite from the Fourth through Thirty-Second, and by virtueof his long 
and continuously active service in promoting the Rite and Masonry, he 
received the rank of Knight Commander of the Court of Honour on October 18, 
1949, and the Thirty-Third Degree on October 25, 1957. He served this Rite 
well and by his excellent ritualistic work and general knowledge of its laws 
and regulations, he promoted Scottish Masonry in the Valley of Wilmington. 
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He served his Bodies in official capacity having been presiding officer of all 
four Bodies as well as on Committees and as Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. 


Brother Humphrey was a member of Concord Chapter No. 1, Royal Arch 
Masons, Munson Council No. 4, Royal and Select Masters and of Plantagenet 
Commandery No. 1, Knights Templar, all of Wilmington, North Carolina. He 
served as presiding officer of the three local units. He was a member of Saint 
John of Patmos Conclave No. 67, of the Red Cross of Constantine, and on May 
14, 1946, he became a member of the Grand Council of the Order of High 
Priesthood of North Carolina. 


He is survived by his wife, Madeleine К. Humphrey; a daughter Christian 
H. Swears; two sons, George Dudley, Jr., and Woodus K. Humphrey; and six 
grandchildren. 


Brother Humphrey died on January 22, 1984, in Wilmington. 


We have assembled, also, to express our sincere affection and last tribute 
of esteem to the large number of Master Masons in our jurisdiction who have 
journeyed to that country from whose borne no traveler returns. They have 
laid down the working tools of life. They were sturdy citizens, the real back- 
bone of our civilization, and the upholders and defenders of the worthwhile 
things in life—many working well and wisely to propogate morality and 
righteousness in their respective communities—to these shall be aecorded due 
praise for they are, and were, the cornerstone of that invisible Masonic edifice 
which has been erected in our great state by this great fraternity—a theistic 
culture. 


Burke caught up a great truth and encased it in imperishable speech 
when hesaid that "Civilization is a contract between three parties—the living, 
the unborn, and the noble dead." 


Old age came slowly down the path of years; 
I saw him from afar—grey-vested, shadowy; 
I turned aside and dallied with my fears. 


Fair crystal springs were murmuring by the way; 
I lingered, wearied, toying with their depth; 
I gathered autumn flowers where bright leaves lay. 


I heard the birds—it was their evening song— 
I breathed the fragrance of the sleeping flowers; 
The shadows on the grass were growing long. 


I made as though 'twas morning all the day, 
And yet I knew that form was drawing near, 
And soon his shadow would engulf the way. 


And then he came—his name I would not know— 
I only felt the world grown wondrous kind; 
We walked together, though his steps were slow. 


He told me stories of forgotten days; 
The friends and scenes of other years were mine; 
The child I once was, came with winning ways. 


We walk together now—the Child, Old Age and I. 
Sometimes his shadow darkens all the world, 
But there is beauty in the sunset sky. 


And far away, above the distant hills, 

There is a realm of light, effulgent, mystical, 
Whose rays of light shall surely guide us thither,— 
When God wills. 
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Worshipful Brother Gerald Riggs, Grand Chaplain, will now close our 
memorial service with prayer.

ORDER NO. 2 


I have examined the file in the matter of Mr. Joe Vance Peeler, who was : 
rejected for the degrees in Masonry in Oconee Lodge No. 427 before the 
petition was certified by the Grand Secretary. 

The ballot taken to reject Mr. Peeler on March 19, 1984, is clearly illegal 
and void under the clear and positive language of Regulation 76-01 of THE 
CODE.

To my 
surprise and delight, he attended another district meeting and 
presented me one just like his. I am still enjoying wearing it. 


e Oneofthe gifts I received will eternally serve as a memory 
of this year. I was presented a hand-made aluminum square 
and compass, which I donated to my home lodge. It has been 
permanently mounted in our lodge hall. 


е  Опео ће more unusual events during my year occurred 
at the close of the calendar year 1983. I was given the 
opportunity to install a father and his two sons as the three 
principal officers of their lodge. I doubt any other lodge has 
ever had three members of the same family serve in such 
capacities during the same year. 

е І made it a standard practice to arrive early and stay late 
during my district meetings. Since this incident, Brother 
Walt has called me the custodian of the lodge. Brother Walt 
and I had stayed late following one of our meetings. After 
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packing up to leave, we discovered we were locked in the 
lodge. All of the brethren, except the Master, had left. He had 
to unlock the lodge so we could leave.

On motion, seconded and carried the Board directed the Grand Lecturer 
and Secretary to approve Lecture Service for this year for requests from a 
lodge or District Deputy Grand Lecturer when it comes in between meetings 
of the Board of Custodians and the Secretary advise the lodge of action. Report 
to be made to next meeting of Board. 

On motion, seconded and carried, Brother Dunn and Brother Phillips 
were appointed to work up minimum requirements on Masonic Education 
that would be used by the District Deputy Grand Lecturer and report back at 
the next meeting.

Lodge No. 492 and Vandora Lodge No. 745 were directed to hold lecture 
service. 

Brother Flack gave a report on the progress of the 0.S.W. in braille. 


GUIDELINES ADOPTED FOR 
DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND LECTURER 
LODGE EDUCATION WORK 

Regulation 35-08 (2B-1) provides in part that the District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer shall be responsible for “the education work” in his district. 

The Board of Custodians at their meeting on September 9, 1983 adopted 
the following minimum standards to be used on Lodge Education work of the 
District Deputy Grand Lecturer in their Districts. 

1. Ensure that each lodge conducts aminimum of five (5) programs оп Masonic 
Education, during the calendar year. These programs shall consist of timely 
subjects taken from THE CODE, or selected subjects of a specific Masonic 
nature. 

2. Ensure that the booklet, “Lodge System on Masonic Education” is utilized by 
the Education Committee and that they function, as outlined in the booklet, (It 
is suggested that wife be encouraged to accompany candidate, on first session 
and where practical, arrange for a tour of the Lodge Building.) 

A. See that candidates and newly made Master Masons are thoroughly 

indoctrinated in Masonic etiquette and lodge procedures, with special 

emphasis placed in the following areas.: 
a. Balloting 
b. Standing an Examination for visitation purposes. 
с. General rules of Lodge Etiquette. 
d. Parliamentary Procedure. 
8. Ensurethat thethree (3) pamphlets issued by the Grand Lodge are properly 
distributed to each candidate. 
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4. Encourage Proficiency in catechism of third degree. 


5. Insist on attendance and participation of officers at District Schools of 
Instruction. 

6. Encourage use of “Buddy System” by asking each lodge to specify a brother 

or brothers to maintain contact with all new Master Masons for at least six (6) 
a immediately after raising. (Two recommenders suggested if active in 
odge. 

7. Encourage Master Masons to make their wishes known to their family, 

regarding having a Masonic funeral. 

8. The above in addition to regular duties covered in THE CODE. 

Regulation 35-08 (2B-1) also directs the DDGL to work with and make 
reports to the DDGM as to the progress on Masonic Education in his district. 

Third Meeting, January 13, 1984 

The Board met in the Grand Lodge Office Building with all members 
present. Brother Boyd Hopkins, Deputy Grand Master, was present and 
welcomed. 

Brother Hopkins informed all members present about the goals he was 
proposing for each lodge to accomplish in the coming year and that he planned 
to hold the meetings for the District Officers immediately after Grand Lodge.

We have consulted with the Board of Directors of The North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc. and are happy to report that during 1983, they 
transferred to Oxford Orphanage the sum of $110,000.00 and to the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home, the sum of $110,000.00 from the earnings of the 
Foundation. We recommend that the first $220,000.00 of earnings in the 
Foundation be divided between the Orphanage and Home on а 50-50 basis. All 
earnings abovethis amount shall be divided on the basis of the needs of the two 
institutions. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $10,000.00 each. 


We recommend that $10,000.00 be transferred to the Grand Lodge 
Bicentennial Escrow Account. 


We recommend that $10,000.00 be transferred to the Drewry Memorial 
Grand Secretary's Fund. 


We recommend that $15,000.00 be transferred to the Building and Office 
Equipment Reserve Account. 


We have carefully considered the resolution of the Board of General 
Purposes in regard to an appropriation of $50,000.00 to assist the victims of the 
recent tornado disaster; we have carefully considered the finances of the 
Grand Lodge and unanimously recommend the adoption of the resolution; and 
that $40,000.00 be paid from the General Fund and $10,000.00 be paid from 
the Charity Fund. 


We recommend that the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge.

M.:.W.-.Brother Cecil J. Liverman, Grand Master, vacated 
the East and read the following statement. Brother Liverman 
was given astanding ovation at the conclusion of his statement. 
Brethren: 


During the past several months, the integrity of the Board of Directors of 
Oxford Orphanage, the Grand Lodge Officers and, in fact the integrity of 
Freemasonry in North Carolina, has been seriously questioned by some 
individuals across this Grand Jurisdiction. 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage are charged with an 
awesome responsibility. I have been a member of that Board for the past four | 
years and I can state without any reservations, they have never made any 
decisions without being totally convinced that it was in the best interest of 
Oxford Orphanage and Freemasonry. 


The recent decision to dismiss the Superintendent was no exception. The 
Board of Directors, along with most Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand 
Masters, were afforded the unpleasant responsibility to hear a confidential 
report of the State Bureau of Investigation concerning Oxford Orphanage. 
That report, along with the fact that the Superintendent had previously been 
confronted with some of the allegations, were the determining factors in the 
final decision of termination. 


Several weeks ago, one of the subordinate lodges wrote the Grand Lodge 
concerning this matter. They sent a copy of that letter to Brother Rufus L. 
Edmisten, Attorney General of North Carolina, and I want to read the last 
paragraph of his reply to that lodge. 


“Though as Attorney General, I am over the S.B.I., I did not initiate the 
investigation nor take part therein, such was requested by the District 
Attorney. I am aware of the investigative report of the S.B.I. that went to the 
District Attorney pursuant to his request. I can only say that in my opinion the 
action taken by the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage was in the best 
interest of Oxford Orphanage and Freemasonry in North Carolina and could 
not be avoided." 


Sincerely and fraternally,

Just so there isn’t any question in anyone’s mind, the District Attorney 
referred to in Brother Edmisten’s reply is the District Attorney of Granville 
County, where Oxford Orphanage is located. 


The General Statutes of the State of North Carolina clearly and positively 
state that an S.B.I. Investigative Report is not a matter of public record. That 
Investigative Report was presented to 30 or 35 members of this Grand Lodge 
in total confidence. The information was made availableonly for the benefit of 
the Board of Directors in any decision they might make in regard to the 
operation of Oxford Orphanage. 


The letter of March 9, 1984, from the Board of General Purposes, in 
essence, states these same facts. Yet, a few individuals are still demanding 
that the information be made public—demanding that a confidence be 
broken—insinuating that the Board of Directors acted in an arbitrary manner 
without any consideration for the Superintendent. These individuals have 
questioned, beyond a shadow of doubt, the integrity of the Board of Directors 
of Oxford Orphanage and the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. The very 
foundation of Freemasonry in North Carolina has been challenged and, if 
these individuals continue, the affairs of this Grand Lodge are indeed in a 
sorry state. 
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Continued criticism and attack can serve only to fragment our efforts and 
eventually will destroy Oxford Orphanage and Freemasonry in North 
Carolina. 


My Brethren, peace and harmony, the basic and fundamental strength of 
our gentle Craft is in jeopardy. We cannot, we must not permit this to happen. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
RE: ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 


Brother Dan Rice, President of the Oxford Orphanage 
Alumni Association, read the following Resolution, which had 
been adopted by the Alumni Association. Brother Rice was 
given astanding ovation at the conclusion of the reading of the 
Resolution. 


The Oxford Orphanage Alumni Association Board of Directors met on 
April 14, 1984 and passed the following resolution: 


The Alumni Association of Oxford Orphanage totally supports the Grand 
Master, Grand Lodge of North Carolina and the Board of Directors of the 
Orphanage on its recent decisions in regard to the dismissal of M. L. (Gabe) 
Austell and the Study of the Orphanage School. The Alumni Association 
appreciates the willingness of these good men to serve Oxford Orphanage. The 
Masons of North Carolina and the Alumni of Oxford Orphanage share a 
common bond—a love for Oxford Orphanage.

The Alumni 
Association has no business whatsoever interfering with the Orphanage 
business affairs. 


The Alumni Association Board desperately needs the facts when any 
controversial decision about the Orphanage is made. With the facts the 
Alumni will always back the Masons in every laudable decision. We humbly 
request that an effort be made by the Grand Lodge to communicate as much as 
possible to the Alumni in regards to the affairs of Oxford Orphanage. The 
whole purpose of the Alumni is to promote and raise money for Oxford 
Orphanage. 


On a positive note we are presently in an Endowment Fund Drive and 
have been able to raise more than $60,000.00. We hope to have more than 
$100,000.00 by our Annual Homecoming in October. At thesame time those of 
us that are Masons are helping with the North Carolina Masonic Foundation 
and also contributing through our lodges. 


The issue of the Orphanage School is an extremely sensitive issue and 
should be dealt with very carefully after as much study as possible. The 
Alumni should have some valuable input, because of on-hands experience. 


Our final request is that the Masons of North Carolina always love the 


children of Oxford Orphanage as much as they have for the past 111 years. God

SPECIAL REPORT 
BOARD OF GENERAL PURPOSES 
RE: MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


(Docket No. 33) 


The following special report was presented and the resolu- 
tion, upon motion and duly seconded, was adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We have carefully considered the Special Report and Resolution of the 
Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home and wish to 
commend that Board for their conscientious approach to the long range needs 
of our Home. 


Weare in total agreement that the needs in the areaof caring for our older 
brethren and sisters is at the point where we must start planning to 
accommodate many more guests than we are now serving. The “Satellite 
Home” concept is an idea worth exploring to meet the ever increasing 
demands being made upon our Home. 


We believe, as the Resolution proposes, that the greatest need at the 
present time is an expansion of our Care Center facilities. 


Again, we would commend the Board for their forthright approach, that 
no proposal to construct any additional facilities would be recommended to 
either of the Grand Bodies until financial responsibility can be submitted to 
insure that the cost of construction can be funded and that funds can and will 
be provided for the normal operation cost of the addition. 


We would call to your attention that for the year of 1983, the Masons’ share 
of the operating cost of our Home was $160,000 more than we actually gave. 
We would also point out that during the last 5 or 6 years, before 1983, we have 
given $180,000 less than our 60% share of the operating cost of our Home. 
Brethren, the time is now when we must increase our giving, if we are to 
provide the much needed care of our Home. 


Even with the financial responsibility we now have, we unanimously 
agree that the long range needs of our Home must be considered. Almost two 
hundred years of Masonry in North Carolina have proven one fact—when the 
needs are presented to the Masons of this great Grand J urisdiction, they have 
always met the challenge.

J. Earl Watson, who in 1977, appointed me to the Grand 
Lodge line. 


Now if you will indulge me a few personal comments. 


Today, I stand at the meridian of my Masonic life. I never aspired to be 
Grand Master of Masons. What Mason would even dream of so great an honor 
and responsibility? The only aspiration I ever remember having was, and still 
is, to do the best I can with what I have where I am today. If doing ту best has 
brought me to this great and glorious moment, so be it.

Deputy Grand Master is not a Masonic messiah. Nor is the Grand Secretary; 
though, if either of the three of us would qualify, the Grand Secretary probably 
would! It is coincidental that the three of us do make a Masonic trinity. 
Moreover, were it not for the scrutinizing check and balance system of the 
Grand Treasurer, we might get by with a Masonic trinity. Be that as it may, we 
will not work separately. We will all work together for the good of the Order! 

As Grand Master, I dedicate myself toserving the Craft. If I cannot serve, 
I cannot lead. Thus, the challenge for every Mason and every lodge is "A 
Standard of Masonic Excellence": excellence in Masonic ritual, excellence in 
Masonic education, and excellence in Masonic caring. With this excellent 
attitude as our foundation, we will this year celebrate Freemasonry in North 
Carolina. I invite you to celebrate it with meeverywhere we go: in the home, in 
the lodge, in the community, in the church, in our places of employment. We 
cannot but celebrate it; for Freemasons are who we are! 
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If we can live within the Brotherhood of Man under the Fatherhood of 
God, if we can spread the cement of brotherly love and affection, if we can 
cause the blind to see, if we can support public education and teach children to 
speak and to read, if we can aid the healing of the crippled and the burned 
child; if we can give “family” to the potential orphan, the widow and the 
aging—then we are a Mason. Let us live up to our standard of Masonic 
excellence and celebrate it, without any hesitation or mental reservation 
whatsoever!

Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and accounts, old 
as well as new, shall be carefully preserved 
under lock and key by the Secretary as safely as 
possible from the hazards of fire, water, loss, or 
mutilation. 

(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be pre- 
served by lodges in suitable bookcases and under 
charge of the lodge Secretary who shall be 
responsible for their proper keeping. They may 
be loaned to members who shall return them to 
the lodge at or before the next succeeding stated 
communication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction shall 
keep copies of the laws of the Grand Lodge for the 
inspection of its members. It is the duty of the 
Master to enforce strictly such laws in the lodge 
over which he presides. The published Proceed- 

ings of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on file 

and shall be conclusive evidence of all matters 
reported therein as the action of the Grand 

Lodge, and except as otherwise provided, shall 

be evidence of other matters contained there.
